aside. 

Taking the opinion of the Med. 
ical Society and the Bureau of 
Municipal Research on the ques- 
tion, the Miller administration had 
contended the hospital for Negroes 
should be built adjoining the pres- 
ent City Hospital for white pa- 
tients. In defense of the plan it 
was urged thatit would work for 
economy and greater institutional 
efficiency. 

Negroes for Original Site. 

However, Negro leaders, with ap- 
parent unanimity, had contended 
the hospital should be built on the 
site originally selected, in the cen- 
ter of a large Negro district.

PRIMIROSES, CAMELLIAS 
AT SHAW'S GARDEN NOW 


African Cone Flower Also Is 
on Display for the First 
Time. 


Shaw's Garden is “playing a 
double-header” today and for the 
remainder of the month, with a 
primrose show in the Floral Dis- 
| play House and a camellia show in 
‘the Linnaean House. 

A new flower in St. Louis, the 
.African cone flower, borders the 
primrose exhibit. The cone is 
formed by the cluster of buds. The 
deep blue flowers open in succes- 
‘sive rows, beginning at the base 
of the cone. A few of these tall 
_and comely plants were obtained 
by the garden last year, and this is 
their first public display. They are 
of particular interest to Supt. 
Pring, since they were discovered 
in the Congo by a former fellow- 
student at Kew. 

In contrast to their whole-heart- 
ed indigo is the vague, shy laven- 
der of the baby primroses. About 
_the fish pool beiow the entrance 
balcony are grouped some special 
strains, obtained by the director of 
the gardens, Dr. George T. Moore, 
last summer in England. They. are 
obviously finer than even the 
“Fairy Princess” primroses which 
surround the central fountain, and 
prebably will make up the entire 
show next year. 

Ca mellias in Contrast. 

| The flowers are larger, of a deep- 
er lavender, and grouped more 
symmetrically on the stem, The 
| plant is more robust than other va- 
rieties, and not so subject to the

French Tribunal Holds Libel Suit 

Against Ex-U. 8. Consul Must 
Be Tried on Merits. . 

By the Associated Press, 

PARIS, Jan. 12.—The Court of 
Cassation, the highest judicial jur- 
isdiction in France, has ruled that 
American Consular officers cannot 
invoke diplomatic immunity in 
suits arising from acts outside of 
their official functions, 

The ruling was given in the case 
of Princess Zizianoff against Don- 
ald Bigelow, former United States 
Consul in charge of the passport 
bureau in Paris. She alleged libel 
and asked for.damages of 500,000 
francs ($2000). 

The Princess applied for a visa 
on her passport in 1926 so that she 
might proceed to the United States. 
Bigelow refused this and was later 
quoted in Paris newspapers as say- 
ing that she was a Bolshevist agent 
and an undesirable for America. 

The Court of Cassations said that 
Bigelow had a perfect right to re- 
fuse the passport, but that he 
should have halted there and that 
he was answerable for slander if 
he uttered the remarks credited to 
him. The case came up on the im- 
munity plea from the tribunal of 
the lower Seine through the court 
of appeals. It must now be tried 
‘on its merits and it will be heard 
in the low court on March 12.
